Hang His Father.

has confessed, that he, John SmytUe, and J. 
J. Wilson, his brothers-in-law, hilled his 
father, Hiram J. Jellorsoi), near Hamliu, 
about midnight Friday. They traveled i 
distance of twenty miles, from tho south 
eastern corner of Carroll county to tbo center 
of this (Audubon) county, murdered his 
father, and returned before daylight, Tho 
jont-in-law tied a hangman's knot in a ropo, 
aurchosed for tho purposo two waeks before, 
and arranged It around tho old man's nock. 
Tho son then seized it, and with tbo other 
two dragged tho old mnu to a tree mid 
hanged him. 


At his preliminary oxainiimtion, young 


JoUerson reiterated tho story, corroborating 
every detail of the results ot tho coroner's 
inquest, identified a cap found iti tho dead 
man's bed us John Smytho's and a button 
found as off tho great coat of Wilson, worn 
by him that night, Tho" coat was produced 
in evidence, with tho button missing. Jollor- 
son was remanded to jail, where Smytho nncl 
Wilsoa are.butiskoptseporatojfrom them. Ho 
has since tho trial told tho same story, nnd 
expects to hang for it. Ho does not fear tho 
violence of a mob. Ho said the causo ot tho 
deed was the incestuous conduct of his father 
with his sister Lucy, Wilson's wife, in Octo-

having received no reply beyond a baro 
acknowledgment, I telegraphed tho president 
requesting to bo ordered to Washington to 
substantiate my charges. To this also I re- 
ceived no reply. April 0 I again telegraphed 
in theso words: "I havo the honor to tor.der 
my resignation, to tako effect immediately 
unless I can bo ordered to Washington for 
purposes already explained." I then recoivod 
a dispatch by cable from tho secretary of 
stato announcing that tho president did uot 
think it advisable for mo to return to Wash- 
ington, as my ssrvicos woro required at 
Havana.

department whoso policy I disapprove and 
which I consider has treated mo with iujui- 
tico and Indignity.

up to us only $1,700,000 in return. 


I charge that this agreement was in reality 


a treaty, and not submitted to tho senate in 
accordance with tho constitution, and, under 
tbo pretense thatitwas a "commercial agree- 
inent," important stipulations with a foreign 
government ware entered into without tho 
sanction of tho branch of tho legislature 
whoso consent is indispensable. 


I charge that this agreement was scrupu- 


lously conccaiod in all its points from the 
chief ropresentativo of tho United States on 
tho island which its stipulations almost ex- 
clusively affect, although private parties and 
interested individuals woro taken into the 
confldence of tha department ftnd repeatedly 
consulted as to its provisions. 


I charge tho department eimultanoously 


svith throe other delinquencies—with screen- 
ing anrl supporting a corrupt consular clerk 
whom I have frequently reported for viola- 
tion of order?, gross insubordination, and I 
abstraction of public and private moneys.

I hold m3'SBlf ready to substantiate ovory i 


one of these charges, and I call upon the state ] 
department to publish, every dispatch that 
lias passed between itsolf and ma since Dec. 
23 last (tho date of ray arrival at my post), 
without one word omitted or ono lino muti- 
lated. I tloclaro of my own knowledge that 
no legitimate interest, public or private, can 
suPJer from this freedom, and that no ono 
will bo hurt except those who should not bo

Olio-half of tha residouts of tho placa aro 


homeless and dependent upon tho neighbors 
for shelter.

Ever}' church' and public building iu 


Jir.nestown was injured. 
Tlio Methodist, 


Presbyterian, and Christian churches wero 
completely demolished. Tho town hall was 
blowu over ou to a framo bakery, which 
contained nine persons, who woro buried be- 
neath tho ruins of the two buildings, and 
wore not rescued nntil a late hour. Two of 
thoso persons aro fatally injured. 
Tho 


Wickcrshurn house, a large throe-story brie'; 
buildin::, was unroofed and badly damaged. 
A largo carriage-factory, flooring-mills, and 
saw-mill woro swept -down and nro almost a 
total loss. 


Albert Wicltorsham, a largo dealer in hard- 


ware and agricultural implements, is porhups 
tho largest loser. Ho ownoii tho destroyed 
hotel, and, besides, his hardware storo and 
largo depository containing agricultural im- 
pleiiionts were destroyed'. This latter build- 
ing was crushed to tho ground like an egg- 
shell, and tho implements and biisgios and 
carriages it contained aro a total loss. 


A view of tho foarful destruction wrought 


iu Jamostown is nocessarj' to give ono c cou- 
coption oC tho torriblo ruin v"iught by tho 
wind. Allot tho farmers in that neighbor- 
hood arosufCorors',und tho damage to them can 
not bo estimated. 
Wholo orchards wore toru 


up and carried for miles. Tho n-ss of timber 
will bo enormous. 
Tho Jamestown fair- 


grounds are a tangled mass of trees and 
debris. There is not ovou a fence-post stand- 
.Ing..on tho whole grounds. Pumps wore 
lifted from tho wells, nnd it is a common 
sight to eoo a pump daugliug from tho top of 
a tree which has ascapod tho wind. 


Tho track of tho storm is about 100 foot in 


width. It travolod about thirty miles, but 
was at its greatest fury in tha vicinity of 
Jr.mostowu. 


At the relief-mooting horo, presided over 


by tho mayor, considerable money was sub- 
scribed nnd cQiutnittoos appointed to solicit 
ivliof. 


D.VYTOX, Ohio, April 29.—Tho cyclono 


which swept across this part of the state Sim- 
clay wrought a destruction that bailies de- 
scription nnd which is irroparablo.

formed about ono mile southwest of Carrolt- 
ton and took a northeastern course until it 
roached Bollbrook, -whore a family named 
Butler, seeing it coming, ran out into

Mrs. Butler was carried up by 
severe wiud, her hold about her husband, 
who was holding tho children, breaking.

ing upward, and when next heard

was near Xeuia, 
where it renewed its

to Jamestown, and from thoro to JefTerson- 
viilo, whoro it separated and disappeared. 
At Carrollton, whoro it was first soon, a rep- 
iitabto 
farmer, who claims to havo no- 


ticed its formation, thus describes it: "Two 
clouds, one from tho south, tho othei 
from the north, scorned to moot, when in- 
stantly tho scono became densely black, 
while from tho center came blinding flashes, 
as if. the heavy clouds -were filled with wrlth- 
iac, twisting sheets of fire. Tho atinospher» 
was'cnvolopcd in n. douso smokojiko fog. 
It 


seemed 
as 
if 
tho 
clouds 
struggled 


with 
cacti 
other 
and 
then shot for- 


ward, a whirling, twisting mass, destroying 
everything that camo in its way." It was 
but 300 yards in width, wbilo miles further 
ou the track of destruction is fully an eighth 
,ot;a mi'.o in width. It shot across tho Miami 
river, throwing tho water and gravel of tho 
bed !i hundred toot in tho air, and scattering 
it over tho adjacent fields.

WASHIXOTOS CITV, April 20,—In tlia house, 


aCtcr some routine business had been trans- 
acted Mr. Hewitt, oC Now York, rose to a 
personal explanation in relation to n state- 
ment made by him last week, to the effect 
that the secretary of the navy had unlaw- 
fully withheld from the treasury the pro- 
ceeds of the sales oC condemned vessels of tha 
navy. lie had road at tljo clerk's desk tho 
act which required tbo not proceeds ' to be 
covered into tho treasury.

"You recollect MorrLssoy, o£ coursoi" 
"Did I know him well? I know bToi before 


tho war; long enough before bo or anybody 
else thought ho would die worth nearly lmlf_s. 
million. Ho usod to keep a liquor p'.aco in 
Troy; got broke and carno to New York. Tho 
first" thing he did hero was to get a crowd to- 
gether to fight on tbo sido of law and order. 
These- worn tbo days ot tha. roughs and short 
boys, ond they adored John. Ho was taken 
up by a fow prominent politicians, got some 
money acd started his career as a gambler. 
He was long-headed, though, was John; and 
if ho'd been an educated mau would have 
figured prominently in public life. 
You 


mustn't think that all gamblers aro rogues, 
you know. Morrissoy saw that gan-.bliiig, to 
bo 'rospectablo,1 must havo its huunts in olo 
ganoo nnd bo conducted as scrupulously as i> 
prayer-mooting. So ho flied up his house, 
made money, and followed tho tide of fashion 
at Saratoga, which ho made tuo Monto 
Carlo of America. Myl What gay times 
thoso wore!" and tho professional's eyes bo- 
camo moist with tears, and had a far-away, 
wistful look in thoin. 


•'You used to visit Morrissey's place fre-

change, They taught the brokers how to 
gamble in tho millions. John made a pile by 
this partnership, but thousands who had 
told Harlem railroad stock short woro ruined 
by tbo stroke. ButlforrLssoy's biggest single 
scoop was at cards, when ho won $03,000 
from Bon Wood. Everybody knows tho 
story, which created a big sensation at tho 
time." 


"Do you recall his career afterword?" 
"Well, it was In politics chiefly after thoso 


events, lu 1SGC, soon after the urm-and-arm 
convention was hold in Philadelphia, and tho 
campaign opened tor mombors of congress 
lioro, a friend ot mine, interested in the suc- 
cess ot tho movement inaugurated at Phila- 
delphia, visited Kevv York to consult with tbo 
state committee, and found some approfceu- 
nion of losing votes ill consequence of the de- 
termination of tho frionds of Morrissoy to 
nominate liirn for congress. 
His friends 


claimed that'he hod fairly earned thc honor, 
but tho fears increased that bis name on the 
ticket would bo very detrimental. My friend 
was requested to see Morrissey and ask tho 
sacrifice of his political ambition for n time. 
Ho met Jlorrissoy for tho first time, and told 
him frankly his mission.

"They took a carriage and drove around. 


Tho ride convinced my friend that John was 
as good as bis word, and, like a veteran sport, 
knew exactly what tho chances worn and 
how ho must play to win. Ho ran—and won. 
Morrissoy, though ho had lei a rough life, 
was good at bottom. On that occasion he 
told my friend; 'I have no personal ambition 
in thus seeking this place, for every one 
knows me, but there is Tom growing up, and 
I wont to leave to him a record of something 
else of his father than that of a gambler and 
prize-flghtor. That ui tho only, reason I de- 
sire to be nominated.1 


"In Tho Intelligencer on the day that Mor- 


rissey took his seat appeared a curious thing. 
Jc was an article on Joseph Guile}', a prize- 
fighter, who sot in the British parliament for 
twenty years, respected and honored by his 
colleagues and countrymen. It was n hearty 
and timely service to Morrissey. But he 
made many risnds tor himself afterward. 
While Morrissoy was at Washington ho had 
an interest in a gambling-house which was 
kept by .a Baltimorenn named 
Byrnes.

funds not all his own. Morrissoy camo in, and, 
after a few minutes, called a mutual friend 
and said, 'Keep a memorandum of how much 
CoL — loses and let mo know.' Tho friend l 
did so, and Morrissey placed tho amount the 
next day iti tho hands of a friend to give to 
she colonel's wi?e."
